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The  objects  of  this  work  are  to  fix  a regular  system 
of  Prices,  in  order  that  the  Workmen  may  be  fairly 
remunerated  for  their  labour,  and  to  prevent  the 
recurrence  of  those  disputes  which  have  hitherto  so 
frequently  arisen  between  the  employer  and  the 
employed. 

To  have  priced  every  article  according  to  the 
different  tonnage  of  Ships,  would  have  extended  this 
work  to  a considerable  length,  without  producing 
the  desired  effect.,  of  giving  a rate  of  Prices  on  the 
principle  of  equity ; as  it  is  a well  known  fact,  that 
Ships  of  three  and  four  hundred  tons,  frequently 
have  Timbers,  Beams,  and  Knees,  of  larger  scantling 
than  Ships  of  five  hundred  tons.  In  order,  therefore, 
to  embrace  all  those  objects  so  essentially  necessary, 
and  to  render  the  book  concise  and  intelligible,  it  is 
requisite  that  the  dimensions  of  each  piece  should 
determine  its  value,  which  rule  has  been  strictlv 
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PREFACE. 

adhered  to,  making  reasonable  allowances  for  diffi- 
culties that  may  arise  under  peculiar  circumstances, 
that  are  provided  for  by  memorandums  attached  to 
the  several  Scales. 

With  the  view  of  fixing  a correct  price,  those 
have  been  selected  which  experience  has  proved  to 
be  just,  on  work  of  the  largest,  and  also  of  the 
smallest  dimensions ; giving  a progressive  rise  on 
all  the  intermediate  sizes. 

In  many  instances  where  the  Siding  and  Moulding 
are  nearly  equal,  the  rule  adopted  for  taking  the 
dimensions,  is,  to  add  them  together  and  divide  by 
two ; but  where  there  is  a considerable  difference, 
both  are  taken.  For  Moulding,  see  the  upper  part 
of  the  Scale,  and  for  Siding,  the  left  hand  column. 
In  Keels,  Keelsons,  and  some  other  heavy  work,  a 
fair  price  could  not  be  fixed,  without  separating  the 
Bolting  from  the  Trimming  and  Faying,  as  in 
Sharp  Ships  the  Bolts  are  longer  than  in  Flat  Ships, 
although  the  Keel  and  Keelson  may  be  of  the  same 
dimensions. 

Superficial  measure  is  abolished  in  the  Scales  for 
planking  and  flat  of  Decks,  as  narrow  stuff,  by  that

mode  of  measurement,  does  not  pay  so  well  as 
broad,  and  running-  measure  in  all  cases  would  be 
equally  unjust;  therefore  an  advance  of  price  is 
given  on  every  two  additional  inches  in  breadth, 
above  8 inches  in  plank  of  the  same  thickness. 

The  Compilers  have  persevered  with  unremitting- 
assiduity  for  the  fulfilment  of  the  objects  of  this 
book,  viz.  the  final  adjustment  of  disputes  between 
Masters  and  Men:  should  it  meet  with  the  appro- 
bation of  those  concerned,  so  far  as  to  be  generally 
adopted,  the  pleasing  reflection  of  having  accom- 
plished a work  which  is  likely  to  be  productive  of 
the  happiest  effects,  will  be  to  them  a sufficient 
remuneration  for  past  labours.
